THE TRUSTS AND RECIPROCITY 


Importance of Building Isthmian 


Canal and Pacific Cable Urged—im- 
migration Laws Are Unsatisfactory. 
Other Questions. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—The president 
in his message to congress says: 

The congress assembles this year 
under the shadow of a great calamity. | 
On the 6th of September President 
McKinley was shot by an anarchist 
while attending the Pan-American ex- 
position at Buffalo and died in that 
city on the 14th of that month. He 
continued with a eulogy of Mr. Me- 
Kinley, then turns to the sybject of 
anarchy, denouncing ita doctrines and 
preachers. 

Business conditions he finds highly 
satisfactory, He says the old laws 
and the old customs which had almost 
the binding force of law were once 
quite sufficient to regulate the ac 
cumulation and distribution of wealth. 
Snicé the industrial changes which 
have so enormously increased the pro- 
ductive power of mankind they are no 
longer sufficient. The growth of cities 
has gone on beyond comparison faster 
than the growth of the country, and 
the upbuilding of the great industrial 
centers has meant a startling increase 
not merely in the aggregate of wealth, 
but in the number of very large indl- 
vidual and especially of very large 
corporate fortunes. The creation of 
these great corporate fortunes has not 
been due to the tariff nor to any other 
governmental action, but to natural 
causes in the business world, operat- 
ing in other countries as they operate 
in our own. Corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce should be regu 
lated if they are found to exercise a 
license working to the public injury. 
It should be as much the aim of those 
who seek for social betterment to 
rid the business world of crimes of 
cunning as to rid the entire body poll- 
tic of crimes or violence. 

The first essential in determining 
how to deal with the great industrial 
combinations is knowledge of the facts | 
—publicity. In the interest of the pub- 
lic the government should have the 
right to inspect and examine the work- 
ings of the great corporations engaged 
in interstate business. Publicity is the 
only sure remedy which we can now 
invoke. The first requisite is knowl- 
edge, full and complete—knowledge 
which may be made public. 

The president declares that he re- 
gards it necessary to re-enact the Chl- 
neso exclusion law. In regard to labor 
he says that the government should 
provide in its contracts that all work 
should be done under “fair conditions 
and that al! night work should be for- 
bidden for women and children as well 
as excessive overtime. Very great 
good has been and will be accom- 
plished by associations or unions of 
wageworkers when managed with 
forethought and when they combine 
insistence upon thelr: own tights with | 
law abiding respect for the rights of 
others. The display of these qualities 
in such bodics is a duty to the nation 
no less than to the associations them- | 
selves. 

He asserts that the immigrat'on | 
laws are unsatisfactory and that a 
law shoul! b> enacted to k ep out 
not only anarchists, but persons of a 
low moral tendeney or of ‘nsavory | 
reputation and those who are below a 
certain standard of economic fi ness 
to enter our Industrial feld es com- 
petitors with American labor. 

The president declares that nothing 
could be more unwise than to dis urb 
the buginess interests of the country 
by any general tariff change at this 
time. Reciprocity must be (réated as 
the handmaiden of protection. Our | 
first duty is to see that the protection 
granted by the tariff in every cass 
where it is needed is maintained, and 
that reciprocity be sodght for so far 
as it can safely be done without in- 
jury to our home industries, Just how 
far this is must be determined ac- 
cording to the individual case, re 
membering always that every appli- 
cation of our tafiff policy to meet our 
shifting national needs mus! he con 
ditioned upon the cardinal fact that 
the duties must never be reduced be- 
low that point that will cover the dif- 
ference between the labor cost here 
and abroad 

The condition of the American mer 
chant marine is such as to call for im- 
mediate remedial action Sy the con- 
gress. It is discreditable to us as a 
nation that our merchant ma ine 
should be utterly insignificant in com- 
parison to thai of other na fons which | 
we overtop in other forms o business 
We should no longer sub it to con- 
ditions under which only a t ifing 
portion of our great commerce Is car- 
ried in our own ships, The Avericca 
merchant marine shouid be restored 
to the ocean.

BIG PITTSBURG DEAL 


Philadelphia Company Controls All 
Traction Roads But One. | 

Pittsburg, Dec. 5—The stockholders 
of the Philadelphia Company met yes- 
terday afternoon to conclude one of 
the largest deals in the history of the 
company, as well as the financial world 
of Pittsburg. It coneluded negotiations 
by which all but one traction line in 
Allegheny county, the West End com- 
pany, come under the control of the 
Philadelphia Company. 

When the meeting had adjourned it 
was anounced that the several propo- 
sitions were unanimously voted for. 
and the traction, lighting and heating 
combine for Allegheny county was 
completed. The new regime will com- 
mence January 1 next. Separate meet- 
ings were held. The first meeting voted 
to Increase the capital stock by $15,- 
000,000 common shares; the second vot- 
ed to issue the $22,000,000 in bonds. 
and the third meeting voted to approve 
the several leases. 


Hancock Brings Soldiers. 

San Francisco, Dec. 5.—The trans- 
port Hancock arrived yesterday from 
Manila. In addition to the passengers 
and soldiers taken on at Mania, the 
Hancock brought those transferred 
form the Warren, which in turn had 
taken them from the Sheridan at 
Nagasaki. Among the Hancock's pas- 
sengers were Congressmen Weeks and 
De Armond, The Hancock brought 900 
soldiers, including casuals, sick and 
discharged. There were two deaths on 
the Hancock, and among the 27 bodies 
on board are those of several soldiers 
who died on the Sheridan and Warren.

Won't Work Under Colored, Foreman. 

Lewistown, Pa, Dec. 4,—Fifty-two 
employes of the Logan iron and Steel 
company have quit work because of 
the appointment of a colored foreman 
over them. More colored workmen 
were brought here yesterday to work 
in the scrap yards, but the mill men 
refuse to work the iron handled by 
them. Serious difficulties between the 
white and black workingmen are 
feared, 


Cattle Quarantined. 

Salem, O., Dec. 4.—Dr. E. F. Vogel- 
man, of the Buffalo United States bu- 
rean of animal industry, has arrived 
here and placed in quarantine a herd 
of 28 thoroughbred short-horn cattle 
imported from Canada. The whole 
herd, the inspector says, is subj to 
confiacation, and he is awaiting in- 
structions from the treasury depart- 
ment.

Police Break Open Docr and Find 

one of Them On Floor, With Knife 

` In Breast—Negro Stabbed a Woman 
Thirty Times. 


New York, Dec. 5.—George Iarris 
and Richard Anthony, negroes, who 
for some time have borne a grudge 
against each other, met last night in 
Harris’ room and fought it out with 
knives. The men were alone, and be- 
fore beginning the duel locked the 
door. Soon after they got at each 
other:the lamp was extinguished and 
the fight was.continued in the dark 
for 15. minutes. 

The tenement im which Harris 
roomed contained hundreds of ne 
groes, who heard the awful uproar 
and the infuriated cries and screams 
of the fighters, but none dared break 
in until both men were heard to fall 
and only groans could be heard. Then 
the police came and the door was 
broken in. The furniture was wrecked, 
and on the floor lay Harris, uncon- 
scious and with a dirk sticking in his 
breast. His face, body and clothes 
were slashed with cuts. Anthony had 
as many cuts, but none so serious ås 
the one which laid Harris low. Harris 
is beleived to be fatally wounded.“ An- 
thony was locked up. 

Woman Stabbed. ; 

James Smith, a Cuban nezro, stab- 
bed Maud Thompson last night 30 
times, She is dying at a hospital and 
he. is under arrest. Hundreds of ne- 
groes chased and fired many shots at 
Smith in an attempt to kill him as 
he ran through the streets. 


CANAL TREATY AND REPORT 


The Commission Favors the Nicaragua 
Route—Estimate of Cost. 

Washington, Dec. 5.—The president 
sent to the senate yesterday the. new 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty for an isthmian 
canal. The report of the isthmian 
canal commission was also sent to 
congréss. The commission favors the 
Nicaragua route, and makes an esti- 
mate of $189,864,062 as the total cost 
of construction of the canal through 
Nicaragua. The estimated cost of the 
Panama route is $144,233,358, but, the 
report says, it would cost $109,141,000 
to obtain the Panama concession. The 
commission values the work done at 
$40,000,000. _ 

The report says the Panama route is 
feasible as a sea-level canal, while 
the Nicaragua route must be by locks, 
but Lake Nicaragua will furnish an 
inexhaustible supply of water for the 
canal. The Nicaragua route has not 
natural harbors at either end, but sat- 
isfactory harbors may be constructed. 
Harbors already exist at each end of 
the Panama route, but considerable 
work must be done at the entrance of 
the harbor on the Atlantic aide.

Raw oysters should 
Be opened on the deep shell and served 
in it on a bed of cracked ice, with a half 
of a lemon and some stimulating condi- 
ment.

If in the 
lemon shells, remove the pulp and all 
the shells with small oysters and poor 
over them.a sauce made of one tea- 
spoonful of grated horseradish, two 
teaspoonfuls of catchup, a dash of 
worcestershire sauce and a pinch of 
salt. An oyster cocktall is also accepta- 
bly served lu the center of a small 
grapefruit from which the core has 
been removed. 


A New Coffeepot. 

A. M. Lawrence of Springfield, Mass., 
has coutrived a new kind of coffeepot 
which preserves all of the aroma of the 
coffee. Much of the aroma is lost in an 
ordinary coffeepot by being carried off 
with the steam which goes out of the 
‘spout. In this apparatus, bowever, 
there is a sort of second story, which 
céntains u small quantity of water.

Steam from the coffee lu the receptacle 
below ascends into the upper chamber 
and is there condensed owing to the 
fact that the water in the upper part 
is cool.

Short Biography of a Wicomico Hor: 
That Won Much Local Fase, 

Gone are the days when Ned was young 

and gay. =)" 

And now Ned himself la gone away. 

Following is a short account of the 
past life of Ned Dennis“ a native 
Wicomico Horse, who has won more 
local fame, and is more widely known 
in the county than almost any other 
horee ever bred here, 

Ned wassired by the great Billy 
Morgan then the property of Mr. J. 
Bayard Peidue, the prize stallion 
of all Wicomico and the father of some 
of the beet horses ever in the county. 
Ned’s mother wasa stout and hardy 
little mare then owned by Mr. James 
Laws of Pittaville. He was foaled in 
1879. Mr. George Dennis bought Ned 
from Mr. Laws when he wasa colt, 
and it was from Mr. Dennis that Ned 


took the name which attached to him 


aslong as he remaired here, and it is 
to be hoped as long as he shall live. 
Mr. Dennis kept him until he was 
about twelve years old then he fell 
into the hands of G, Ernest Hearn who 
kept him only a short while, selling 
him to Mr. D. W. Perdue. Mr. Perdue 
let James E. Lowe have him then 
Elmer Bradley bought him and he 
kept bim about one year. Mr. Lowe 
got him back and aft rward traded him 
to J. R. T. Laws who kept him about 
one year and then sold him to Mr. 


Perdue who kept him the second time |

Ne, 125—How is the annual inunda- 
tion of the Nile accounted for? 


Abs. The fruitfalnesa of Egypt Is caused 
entirely by the annual overflowing of the 
Nile. When the pertodleal rains of the trop- 
lcs have swollen the water-source, and the 
roservoirs of the two lakes can contain no 
more, the stream begins to rise and continues 
to swell fur three months, from the middle of 
June until the middle of September. When 
July comes, the r. ver has already overflowed 
ita shores, In August, when it has nearly 
reached ita highest puint, about twenty-five 
feet above its normal helght, the dams are 
opened, and the overflow of the stream is 
carried Into the canals, with which human 
tadustry had even lu ancient time „interseet- 
ed the country, that the water may be carried 
to distant localities, 

The Lower Nile for six hundred miles has 
scarcely a single tributary riveriet. Atthis 
time the country Has the appearance ofa 
lake, the towns and billy spots appearing 
like So many ie ande. When the tropical 
rains are over, the stream returns gradually 
to its proper level, leaving behind it every- 
where, in the shaps of slimy mud, ths fertil- 
izing sol) it has swept down from the moun- 
tain regions, In October the land dries, seed 
is planted, and quickly the green shoota give 
the country the appearance of a garden. 

The time of growth lasts until the end of 
February: in March the harvest is reaped. 

Then follow three months of drought, dur- 
Ing which the Nile js at its lowest level: and 
each year the life. giving stresm begins its 
course anew to the month of June, 

It is on very lately that full light has been 
thrown, by expeditions of Speke and Baker, 
upon the true suurce o! the Nile and the cause 
of ita annual overflow, It is the eMux oftwo 
large lakes situated in a high table-land pear 
the equator, called the Victoria Nyanza and 
the Albert Nyanza.

| ANOTHER TAXPAYER'S VIEW. 


Schools and Good Roads. He 
Says the People Want 
Both. 


Messrs. Epirors.—I have read 
with much interest the communica- 
tions in your interesting Journal in 
regard to erecting a new house for the 
High School in the City of Salisbury. 

In the first place what isto be done 
with the two houses that are now used 
for the High School? I suppose the 
buildings and the lots cost tomewhere 
near ten thousand dollars, and if they 
were put on the market, they would 
not bring more than one fifth of that 
sum, because they are sé constructed 
that they are not suitable for dwellings 
and they are so located no one would 
want them for any business purpose. 

I agree with Mr. Perry that the best 
and proper thing to do is for the school 
board to have a four room house 
erectcd somewhere in South Salisbury, 
and then all the children residing on 
the South side of the South Fork of 
the Wicomico river could go to it, and 
that would reduce the Aumber that 
now gc to the two houses in town by 
nearly one-hundred and fifty or per 
haps more, 

Then let one of the present houses be 
set apart for all the pupils from the 
first to the sixth grade inclusive, and 
the other for all the grades above the 
sixth. Ithink there would be room 
enough then for all to be comfortable 
for some time. , 

Now in regard to using the money of 
the county that has been set apart for 
making our public roads better it 
should not be applied to building 
school houses or anything else because 
we need good roads almost as much as 
we need good school houses. 

Then about the issuing of Bonds by 
the County Commissioners: Why it is 
preposterous to even think of sucha 
thing. I don't believe the County 
Commissioners would entertain such a 
proposition for a moment not if they 
gave it a moment's thought; why if the 
bonds were issued and put upon the 
market (as they would have to be) and 
they brought their face value and bore 
4% interest and were to be redeemable 
in 25 years; one bond a year, for the 
twenty five thousand dollars; the tax 
payers of the county would have to 
pay. $18,020 interest, and if they had to 
pay 6% they would have to pay $31,500 
interest. Now if the bonds would not 
bring their par value whatever they 
were diecoun'ed would be added to 
the above estimated interest. My 
plan would be (and I think ninety 
nine hundredths of the tax payers of the 
county would be with me) for the 
commissioners to levy the money all 
in one year—whatever the amount that 
was required to build and equip a 
house for the High School. If the 
money is levied in one year the tax- 
payer will save the interest and dis 
count, if any, on the Bonds. 

Graduate of 07 (in the News) inti- 
mates that the people in the country 
districts are opposed to having a High 
School in Salisbury, ud I feel sure 
that there is not an intelligent man or 
woman in Wicomico County but that 
is in favor of, and willing to oontrib- 
ut his or her share lor the erection of 
end maintaining of such a school, 
knowing as well as they do the good 
work it has done and is gill doing un- 
der the management of ita able corpse 
of instructors.

RESTRICT STATE AID 


Medical Colleges Altogether. 


The Baltimore Sun, says: The 
abolition of all free scholarships in the 
Stats and a flat refusal to appropriate 
a cent to any medical college or school, 
it is stated on the best authority, will 
be the features of the first report of the 
Board of State Aid and Charities to the 
Legislature, which meets next month. 

In the matter of the soholarships the 
stand taken by the board ia that the 
coming Legislature should curtail them 
very decidedly and that they should be 
finally abolished. It is claimed that 
many of these institations abuse the 
privileges given them, and that the aid 
they ask for in return for one scholar 
ship to each county and one to each 
legislative district in Baltimore city is 
simply a raid on the State Treasury, 
without proper compensation, Members 
of the board point out that in one of 
the legislative districts of the city there 
are 200,000 people, and but one person 
of all these derives any benefit from 
the aid given by the State. Moreover, 
it is claimed, a large number of these 
institutions are getting a great deal too 
much money. Some of them have been 
getting annual sppropriations since 
1885, and at various times since have 
the amount increased by the Legisla 
ture until now it is almost impossible 
totell justhow much meney some of 
them do get. The board has recently 
been looking up the records of these 
institutions, going back to the first 
time when they asked for State aid. 
The result of these researches is the 
determination to recommend that the 
Lagislature, either very greatly reduce 
the number of scholarships or abolish 
them altogether. 

The board takes the position that the 
scholarships are not really important 
from an educational point of view and 
that they offer nothing that cannot be 
supplied by the public schools upon 
Which the State expends large sums of 
money. The idea is that the appropri- 
ations made year by year for these 
scholarships, with the amounts increas 
ing annually, isan unnecessary burden 
upon the State, and the money should 
remain in the Treasury. The amount 
saved would be a large one, and could, 
is is argued, be used for other and more 
practical purposes. 

The prospects are that neither the 
University of Maryland Medical School, 
the Baltimore Medical College nor the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
each of which receiyed $4,000 from the 
last Legislature, will get a cent this 
time, although each asks for $16,660, or 
$50,000 for all. 

The board, it is understood, will rec- 
ommend that these three applications 
be declined upon the ground that they 
are all private institutions, at which 
the students pay tuition, and ought to 
be self supporting. 

Secretary James R Brewer has for a 
number of weeks past been in corres- 
pondence with officials in other States 
and fin’s that in no otber State are 
medical colleges or schools given State 
aid. Theclaim has been made on be- 
half of the Baltimore colleges that oth 
or States did this very thing [he board 
has discovered that they do not, and 
will state the fact in its report, also 
urging that they seeno reason why such 
institutions shouid receive any money 
from the State. 

All other medical colleges asking aid 
will be tested in a similar way by the 
board, which has made an exhaustive 
investigation of the matter. 

The Johne Hopkins University, which 
asku for $50,000 annually forthe next 
two years, will not, it is understood, 
get that amount. The board will recom- 
mend that to a limited extent an ap- 
propriation be made to the university. 
It will speak of ite temporary embar 
rassment and say that its application 
is worthy of consideration and that it 
does not mean to become a perman- 
ent burden to the State. 

In ita report the board will state its 
opposition, on general principles, to 
giving State aid to schools and colleges 
which are not under State supervision,”

Powell Writes on Good| Abolish Free Scholarsbips aed cut off|Joha H. Parsons Organizes Company to 


Build New Machine. 


A Wilmington, Del., paper says: 

‘Jobn H. Parsons, president of the 
Parsons t ngine Company, has construc- 
tedan automobile of an entirely new 
type and exp cts eoon to have the 
vehicle on the market. A company 
comprising prominent business men of 
the State, has been organized and will 
engage in manufacturing the new auto. 
Whether the plant will be located in 
this city orin another part of the 
State has not been decided as yet. 

In the new machine Mr. Parsons and 
others interested believe they have a 
vehicle that will make a decided 
change in the automobile world. The 
new auto will be manufactured and 
sold at a cost much lies than ia now 
the rule, thereby making it possible for 
many persons to haye an auto who can- 
not afford to buy one at present rates. 

The vehicle is light but durable and 
much ingenuity has been displayed by 
Mr. Parsonsin designing it. The ar- 
rangement is such that it is controlled 
on the same principle as a bicycle, Mr, 
Parsons constructed the first automi- 
bile made here and has successfully in- 
terested others in his work in this line,” 

Mr. Parsons is a native of this county 
and is well known to many of our citi- 
zens, who will watch the inyention 
with keen interest. 

The Wilmington Every Evening in 
speaking of Mr. Parsons’ invention says; 

John H. Parsons, president of the 
Parsons Engine Co, expects to have 
the automobile of his latest invention 
running in the streets in a few days. 

The new machine differs from other 
types. It is light in weightZand coom- 
plete wi.l weigh only about 450 pounds. 
This is about 1500 pounds lighter than 
most other machines. The frame is of 
angle steel and the construction has 
been greatly simplified, doing away 
with the jarand jolt of handles and 
taking up the vibration between the 
frames and the axle, 

Cheapn<es and durability are combin- 
ed in the machinery and it can be used 
for general business purposes The 
chains and clutches used. in the ordi- 
nary gasoline machines is done away 
with. Thespeed of the engine will be 
from any low speed to 25 miles per 
hour and it is as easily controlled as the 
ordinary steam engine or locomotive, 
One lever controls the speed and the 
forward and backward motions. There 
is no reversing bare or gears, The at- 
tachment is the cone friction, 

A company has been formed of Dela- 
ware oapitalists for the purpose of 
manufacturing the autos. Parties in 
Smyrna and Dover are interested and 
desire to haye the plants for construc- 
tion of machinery placed in their towns. 
New Castle is aleo looked upon as a fav- 
orable site to locate the works. 

Several months ago the Salisbury 
Board of Trade delegated Mr. A. J. 
Benjamin to go to Philadelphia with 
the view of inducing Mr. Parsons“ 
Company to establish their manufactur- 
ing plant at Salisbury where good man 
ufacturing sitesare plentiful and living 
cheap. Perhaps it is not too late yet 
for Salisbury to secure the location of 
the plant. The Board of Trade should 
immediately investigate.

President Cassatt Makes Known 
Plans of His Company. 


WILL BE WHOLLY UNDERGROUND 


The Road Will Be Operated By Elec 
tricity—Company Has Acquired the 
Bulk of Property For Station—New 
Company Formed, 


New York, Dec. 12.—A. J. Cassatt, 
president of the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road company, yesterday made public 
his plan for securing a New York 
terminus for his company. He made 
the following statement: 

“The Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany la now prepared to carry out its 
policy, long since adopted, of extend- 
ing its railroad into New York city, 
therein establishing a suitable pissen- 
ger terminus for the accommodation 
of the public. To accomplish this on 


a comprehensive plan the Long Island 


Extension I ailroad company will with- 
draw its application for powers to con- 
struct its terminal railroad, and in 
lieu of this it is now proposed to build, 
under the charter of the Pennsylvania- 
New York Extension Railroad com- 
pany, just organized, and a New Jersey 
rullroad company, about to be, a 
through underground connection be- 
tween the Long Island railroad and the 
Pennsylvania lines in New Jersey, and a 
proper and commodious jolnt under- 
ground terminal station in New York 
city for the Pennsylvania and Long 
Island roads. 

“As the railroad will be wholly un- 
derground and operated electrically, 
it will not be objectionable in any way. 
There will not be any smoke, dirt or 
noise, and all the surface property 
may be built upon after being utilized 
underneath for railroad purposes. The 
company has acquired the bulk of ita 
property for its principal station, and 
means to go forward in the acquisi- 
tion of such additional properties as 
will be required. Immediately upon 
the necessary authority being granted 
the work of construction will proceed 
and the whole line be completed and 
put in operation as soon as possible.” 

New Company Chartered. 

Albany, N. V.,, Dec. 12.—A railroad 
company, which includes among its 
directors officials of the Pennsylvania 
and Long Island Railroad companies, 
was incorporated yesterday. The name 
of the cOmpany is the Pennsylvania- 
New York Extension Railroad com- 
pany, and its capital stock is $1,000,- 
000. The proposed road, which is to 
connect with a road of a company to 
be organized under the laws of New 
Jersey, will extend from a point on 
the line dividing the states of New 
York and New Jersey, opposite that 
portion of New York city between 
West Twenty-third and West Forty- 
fifth streets, through a tunnel under 
the North river, borough of Manhat- 
tan, and the East river to the bor- 
ough of Queens, and is to terminate 
at a point near the proper y of the 
Long Island Rall oad company in that 
borough.

11.—The proposed 
gift of $10,000,000 by Andrew Carne 
gie for educational purposes was dis- 
cussed at yesterday's meeting ot the 
cabinet. It was stated after the meet- 
ing that the president had received a 
communication from Mr. Carnegie on 
the subject of the creation of a fun! 
for the extension of higher educa! tion. 
It is said that his proposition does not 
mvolve the establishment of university 
buildings in Washing on, but rather 
the placing of a fund in the hands of 
government trustees from which the 
expenses of deserving students may 
be paid in the line of original investi- | 
gation at home or ab-oad. The presi- 
dert will confer with members of con- 
gress in regard to the proposed gift 
before making its terms publie,

She Has Given Leland. Stanford, Jr., 
University $25,000,000.

London, Dec. 12.—Lord Kitchener's 
promised statement specjfying 37 səp- 
arate instances in which natives have 
been shot by the Boers, and which 
involve the loss of 84 lives, was issue} 
by the war office last night. In some 
of the cases mentioned the blacks 
were shot after an informal court 
martial or upon being accused of spy- 
ing, but in numerous instances Lord 
Kitchener indicated the natives were 
shot in cold blood in order o hide 
traces of the movements cf Poer com- 
mandos. The period coversd by Lord 
Kitchener's statement is over a year.

TO AMEND ELECTION LAW. 
hir. Isaac Lobe Straus Will Offer a 
Measure. 


Mr. lasse Lobe Straus of Baltimore, 
will probably introduce an amendment 
to the Election law which he thinks 
will obviate. altogether the delay in 
Counting the ballots and the publica- 
tion of the returns experienced at the 
last election. 

Mr. Straus suggests that the means 
used in some other States where bal- 
lot laws are similar to that of Mary- 
land obtain in order to prevent con- 


fasion and delay in counting the votes l 
adopted here. These laws of other 


tes provide that additional judges 
and clerks of election be appointed, 
representation being given to cach of 
the lending political parties, to count 
the ballots at certain hours while the 
ection is going on. Thus at 11 o’clock 
on elrc:ion day a considerable propor 
tion of the vote in cach precinct is 
polled. At that time the ballot box 
‘eontaining the ballots which have been 
cast is lo be taken by the extra judges 
and clerks to an adjacent apartment 
and another ballot box is submittd in 
is place in the polling room, so that 
the voting is not interrupted. 

The extra judges and clerks in the 
adjacent room th n at once count and 
tabulate in the accustomed way the 

ots already cast. At three o’clcok 
he second ballot box is to be removed 

md the ballots it containa are to be 

unted at once in the eame way, and 

e first ballot box, if it is empty, or a 
Wird ballot box is to be used for the 

dting.

Mr. Straus said that the additional 
expense of this arrangement might be 
objected to, but added that the plan in 
question would enable the people of 
the State Jo retain the excellent fea- 
tures of “the present law without the 
serious delays and uncertainties, in the 
publication of the results which mark- 
ed its operations at the last election. 

Mr. Straus is prominently spoken cf 
for Speaker of the House of Delegates.

“With some additional appropria- 
ion it is the intention to reach several 
hundred thousand farm houses with the 
daily forecasts and warnings during the 
coming year. The value of frost and 
pold wave warnings to rural communi- 

es is beyond estimate, and the rur.) 
ree delivery of the postoffice depart 
ment places the means at our command 
of reaching those that can be most ben- 
efited by those warninge.“ 

Thus another of the advantages of 
city life isto be added to farm life. 
Boon country people will have nearly 
ll the things worth having that city 
people have, while the city can never 
have some of the desirable things en- 
joyed by the country pure air, untram- 
melled sunshine, fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, acres of grasa, 

To hava daily the forecasts and wa@rn- 
ings of the weather bureau will be a 
great advantages to the farmer. The 
“amart’’ newspaper men bave poked a 
lot of fun at these weather forecasts 
and warnings, but the truth is that over 
nine tenths of the United States, wher- 
ever meteorological conditions are not 
unusually unstable, the forecasts come 
true ninety five times out of a hundred.

Ana, The Bleubeim Madonna, painted by 
Raphael in 1507, aod now valued at thne 
hundred and fifty thousand doliors, ia cop- 
sidered the costliest picture lu the world, 

It belongs to the Duke of Marlborough, who 
has a large aod very expensive collection of 
paintings, uhich has come down to him from 
the original Duke of Marlborough. 

The picture ise ght-feet high, repre onting 
the Madonna and child seated upon a throne, 
with a gure of St Juhn the Baptist on the 
teſt and that ofS, Nicolas of Bari on the 
right, the last two belng apparently life-size, 

Its high valoation arises from the fact of 
its being one of the best preserved specimens 
of Raphael's palutings extant. It is called 
the “Bleohelm Madonna” from its belog iu 
Blenheim Palace, which is the residence of 
the Duke of Maribor ugh, and one of the 
most cost!y and magnificent buildings in 
Europe, 

After the victory won by the Eoglish under 
the Dake of Marlborough, over the French, 
at Blenheim, Bavaria.in 174, Queen Anne 
gave Marlborough « large tract of land tear 
Oxford oulicd Woodstock, on which he erect- 
ed the palace (called Blenheim lo memory of 
the battle).

They fled to a cavern in Mount Cellon; and 
Decius, enraged at their escape, ordered all 
the caves id the mountain to be sealed up, 

Nothing was heard of the young men for 
two hundred and thirty years, when they 
were aceidentally discovered hy some work- 
meo whe were digging the foundation ofa 
bullding. 

They awok. from their long sleep; and the 
Antiquity of the chin which they offered, that 
some one should bring them food, attracted 
the attention of the authorities. 

They died soou after being discovered; and 
their bodies were taken to Marseilles In a 
large stone coffin,-still to be seen in St 
Victor's Church. The preservation of these 
young men was drclared to be a miracle, and 
the Vth., day of July was appointed as a fer- 
tival day in honor uf It, 

The names of the young men were, Con- 
atuntine, Dionysios, John, Maximiam, Mal- 
chus, Martinian, aod Serapion.

SET OF METHODIST STAMPS 


Uainque Method Of Raislag $1,000,000 
Twentieth Century Offering. 


In the campaign of the Methodist 
Twentieth C» ntury Thank-Offering Com- 
mission to raise $1,000,000 tor New York 
city churches and benevolences systems 
have been introduced that are novel in 
church affairs. 

One theme, devised by the commis. 
sion’s executive secretary, Rev. Dr, 
Ezra 8. Tippie, contemplates the rale 
of one-tenth of the eum through the 
Sunday-echool scholars. For this pur 
pose there has been issued one of the 
strangest sets of stamps ever printed in 
this country. The stamps arein five 
denomivations—1, 2, 5, 10 and 25 cente— 
and the plan is to sell them to the child- 
ron as they collect money for the thank- 
offering fund from their friends and re- 
latives, small stamp albums being fur- 
nished by the commission in which the 
stamps can be pasted, showing the 
amount raised by each child, 

Vignettes of famous Methodists are 
printed on the stamps, which are of 
bronze color, the denominations being 
shown in large figures, while at the top 
of each stamp is the legend Twentieth 
Century Thank-Offering Fund” and 
“The Methodist Episcopal Church, 
New York City,’' at the bottom. More 
than $562,000 has been subscribed to- 
ward the $1,000,000 fund,

Fight For 600;000 Acres. 

Under the title “8. D. Hatfield and 
Nanoy C. Rutherford va, Henty C. 
King.“ an appeal now pending before 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
is concbaled what in many respecte is 
one of the most rematkable cases ever 
brought before that court. Involved 
in it is the title to 600,000 acres of valu- 
able agricultural, timber and mineral 
land in West Virginia, Kentucky and 
Virginia, together with the constitu. 
tionality of the land laws of »he State 
first named and sleo the question of 
disbarring from practice before the Su- 
preme Court of two attorneys against 
whom have been filed charges of fixing 
up a fictitious and fraudulent suit for 
the purpose of obtaining a judgment to 
be used against the 400 or more settlers 
now in possession of that part of the 
land in West Virginia. 

One tract of this land, known és the 
Robert Morris Survey, consisting of 
500,000 acres, lying in the three States 
mentioned, was granted to Robert Mor- 
ris, of Philadelphia, by the Common 
wealth of Virginia under patent dated 
June 28,1795, The other tract, embrac- 
ing 142,000 acres, was granted by Vir- 
ginia to DeWitt Clinton as assignee of 
William Duval, February, 19 1769, This 
lies entirely within the State of West 
Virginia, and, it is said, overlaps in 
part the Morris grant. In 1891 the Weat 
Virginia authorities, acting under a 
8 ate law providing for the forfeiture 
of lends not entered in the lund regis- 
try or upon which taxes had not been 
paid for a period of five years, brought 
suit against that portion of the Morris 
within Wyoming, Logan, Mingo and 
McDowell counties. 

Acting upon a decree in its favor the 
State sold the lands to some 400 indivi- 
duals and corporations who are now in 
possession and against whom suits of 
ejectment have been filed by Henry O. 
King, of New York, who claims owner: 
ship of the entire trcot under convey- 
ances from Robert Morris, This litiga- 
tion for possession, instituted by King 
in 1895, has been going on ever since in 
the Chancery, County, State and United 
States Circuit courts of West Virginia, 
and has previously been before the Su 
preme Court of the United States in one 
form or another on three or four occaé- 
fons, King, in addition to the innum- 
erable suits for ejectment, has sued out 
many injunctions to restrain the occa- 
pants of the lands claimed by him from 
disposing of the timber or coal thereon, 
and the feeling against bis attorneys in 
that part of the State was to intente 
that they have been fired on repeatedly. 

One of them (Stiles) was wounded 
and one of his assistants was killed.— 
Washington Correspondence New 
York Sun,

1 ad vo- 
cate building up the herd every time 
from common stock, so that one would 
gain experience while making Improve 
ments. Pince the average man without 
experience in possession of a fine berd, 
and he will in most cases abuse it 
through ignorance. If a man cannot 
breed carefully enough to build up a 
berd, be cannot handle fine bred ani- 
mals well enough to keep them up to 
thelr standard. If there Is going to be 
any failure, it ls better to have it out 
with the common berd, so the loss will 
be leas keen. 


Draining Wet Places. 

Frequently wet places that produce 
more frogs and mosquitoes than any 
crop that can be planted can be drain- 
ed with a good plow and team and a 
day or two with a shovel or hoe, says 
Farm abd Ranch. It will always pay 
to do such work, because such places, 
well drained, are very fertile; also such 
areas frequently cause the neglect of 
the crops on elther side, because when 
It should be cultivated the wet ground 
Will not permit it, and when that be- 
comes dry enough the other will be too 


| dry for best results. We once drained 


a pond of about two and a half acres 
by digging u well in the lowest point 
down to a sand bed. All the water ran 
Into this bole and disappeared. This 
will not work at all places. But the 
wet places should be made dry or 
dredged and converted into fish ponds, 
Valse of Corn Stover. 

To illustrate what we sald not long 
ago about the value of corn stover in 
those regions where corn is one of the 
principal crops we reprint a story from 
The Farmer's Guide of Auburn. Ind. 
which is sald to have been told by a 
truthful mau. a good citizen and a pib 
lar of the church. says American Cul- 
tivator. Said he: “Last winter | win- 
tered from the Ist of December up to 
the Ist of April, four months, 115 head 
of stock, made up of cows, young cat- 
tle, horses and colts, upon the corn fod- 
der produced upon fifteen acres of corn, 
which ylelded seventy-five bushels per 
acre, this fodder being all the roughage 
this lot of stock had.” Thijs statement 
hardly needs any comment, for it tells 
its own story. It la well worth think- 
Ing over by all men who ralse corn and 
leave the stalks to waste lu the feld. 


Saving Seed Potatoes. 

An exchange says that if only the 
largest tubers In the potato crop ate 
selected for seed the crop will be im- 
proved in quantity each year. We will 
not say that this Is not true, for we 
have not tested it, but we do not be- 
lieve It, says American Cultivator. It 
the grower will select well formed and 
mature tubers from the bills that yield 
the largest amount of merchantable po- 
tatoes when he is digging them, we 
think be will increase his crop, regard- 
less of the size he selects. By selecting 
seed from the hills on which the vines 
remain green to the latest date be can 
prolong the growing season of the fu- 
ture crop. drought and accidents ex- 
cepted, and by using Imumture tubers 
he can get potatoes earlier, but we 
would not expect from such seed & 
large crop or the best quality. 


Keeping Up Fertility. 

The ordinary farmer seems to look 
upon seeding down a plece of land as 
an expense which could be undergone 
only as often as is absolutely necessary 
ju order to cut good hay and plow the 
land only when it bas ceased to produce 
a paying crop. to fact, however, the 
oftener a good sod can be turned under 
to decay and supply humus the better 
will the fertility be kept up. Money 
expended in grasa seed with a view to 
malotalolog fertility is far better m- 
vestment than in purchasing fertilizers, 
And the more clover seed you can get 
in the better will this object be accom- 
pliabed. 


Mares on the Farm. 

There is no good reason why mares 
should not be made to serve a dual 
purpose—work on the farm and raise 
colts, saya Farmer's Voce. Under 
proper management they should give 
as good satisfaction in the harness as 
the borse gives, and the colts whieh 
may be raised nearly every year until 
the mares are along In the teens rep- 
resent clear profit. In buging horses 
for farmwork buy mu ones of 
weight, depth, width and constitution. 


Manges For Dairy Cows. 

The cow beet or mangel is considered 
one of the best and cheapest foods for 
dairy cows when fed as a part of the 
ration during winter, says a dairyman, 
They are superior to the turnip.

There 
are two double windows to each room. 
These houses are used for winter lay- 
ers. 


Praise For Dantama. 

Bantams are the gems of the poultry 
family and possess that grace of mo- 
tion, luster of pluniage and cuteness 
that make them at once the pets of 
the children and the admiration of obl- 
er people. They are seldom met with 
on farms; nevertheless they possess 
merit of high order, and if we compare 
their cost of feed and their egg pro- 
duction with that of the larger breeds 
we will be compelled to pronounce 
them the most economical fowls we 
have. The amount of food necessary 
for their healthful growth la very 
small, not over one-fifth of that re- 
quired by a Cochin, and they stand 
confinement so well as to need but 
small inclosures. Naturally tame, they 
cause little trouble as foragers and re- 
quire only a reasonable height of fence. 
As layers, bantams are exceedingly 
generous, and, while the eggs are 
small, yet it la a fact instantly to be 
noted through a practical experiment 
that thelr eggs are nearly all yolk and 
especially rich. 

As mothers the bantams are highly 
valued and, like all little folks, are 
quick and courageous. Bome breeders 
make a specialty of bantams and find 
them very profitable. They lay many 
eggs, which fod ready sale at good 
prices,—J. H. D. in Practical Poultry- 
man. 


Eggs Saved In a Queer Way. 

Mrs. Isabel Savory tells in her book, 
“A Sportswoman In India,” a story of 
a hen that was sitting, but, unluckily 
for her hatching operations, was in- 
terrupted by a cobra, which entered 
through a chink in the henhouse. 

The cobra made a fine mea} of well 
warmed eggs, but when it essayed to 
retire by the same hole through which 
it had entered it found those eggs in 
the way. it was much too large to 
got out, eo it stuck lu the hole, half 
in the henhouse and half outside. 
There it was discovered the next morn- 
ing in a surfelted condition. It pald 
for its greedinesa with its life, and 
then it paid back the eggs it had stol 
en, for when the body of the snake 
was opened the eggs were all found 
unbroken and warm. They were re- 
placed under the hen and in due time 
were hatched, none the worse for their 
peculiar incubation.

Dr. Cunvming—great and good man— 
would have told us the exact time of the 
fulfillment of this prophecy. As I stepped 
into his study in London on my arrival 
from Paris, just after the French had 
surrendered at Sedan, the good doctor 
naid to me: It is just what I bave told 
yon about France. People laughed at me 
because I talked about the seven horns 
and the vials, but I foresaw all this from 
the book of Daniel and the book of Reve- 
lation.” Not taking any such responsi- 
bility Im the interpretation of the passage, 
1 simply assert that there is in it sugges- 
tiens of many things In our time, 

Our #yes dilate and our heart quickens 
in its pulsations es we read of events in 
the third century, the sixth century, the 
eighth century, the fourteenth century, 
but there were more farreaching events 
crowded into the nineteenth century than 
inte any otber, and the last twenty years 
eclipse any preceding twenty. We read 
in the daily newspapers of events an- 
pounced in one paragraph and without 
any special emphasis—events which a 
Herodotus a Josephus, a Xenophon, a 
Gibbon would have taken whole chapters 
or whole volumes to elaborate. Looking 
out upon our time we must cry out. in the 
words of the text, “Wonders in the heav- 
ens and in the earth.” ` 

I propose to show yon that the time In 
which we live is wonderful for disaster 
and wonderful for blessing, for there 
mus“ be lights and shades in thie picture 
an in all others. Need I argue that onr 
time is wonderful for disaster? Our world 
has had a rough time since by the hand 
of God It was bowled out into apace. It is 
an epileptic earth—convulsion after con- 
rulsion; frosts pounding it with sledge 
bammer of Iceberg and fires melting it 
with furnaces seven times beated, It is a 
wonder to me it bas lasted so long. Mete 


+} ors shooting by on thi» side and grazing it 


and meteors shooting by on the other side 
and grazing it, none of them slowing up 
for safety. Whole fleets and navies and 
argosies and flotillas of worlds sweeping 
all about us. Our eurth like a fishing 
smack off the banks of Newfoundland, 
while the Majestic and the St. Paul and 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse rush by. 
Besides that, our world has by sin been 
damaged in its interna! machinery, and 
ever an anon the furnaces have burst, 
and the walking beams of the mountains 
have broken. and the islands have ship- 
ped a sea, und the great bulk of the world 
has been jarred with accidents that ever 
and anon threatened immediate demoli- 
tion. 
A Century of Disasters. 

But it scons fo us as if the last hundred 
years were expecially characterized by 
dixnxter—voleanic, oceanie, epidemic, I 
say volcanic because an carthaunke ts only 
a valenno bosbed ap. When Stromboli and 
Cotopaxi and Vesuvius stop breathing, let 
the foundations of the earth beware! Sev- 
on thousand earthquakes in two centuries 
recornled in the catalogue of the British 
awewiation’ Trajan, the emperor, goes to 
ancleut Antioch and amid the aplendors 
of hiv reception Is met hy an earthquake 
that nearly destroys the emperor's lite. 
Lixhen, fair and beautiful, at 1 o'clock on 
the st of November, 1775, in six minutes 
OA) have perished. and Voltaire writes 
of them. "For that region it was the last 
judgment, notbing wanting but a tram- 
pet’ Europe and America feelings the 
throl— 1.500 chimneys in Boston partly or 
fully destroyed! 

Rut the disasters of other times bave 
bad their counterpart in later times. Ip 
1812 Caracas wae caught in the grip of 
an earthquake, in 1882 in Chile 100,000 
square miles of land by roleanic force up- 
heared to four and seven fret of perma- 
nent elevation, in ISH Japan felt the ge- 
ological agony: Naples shaken in 1857, 
Mexico in 1858: Mendoza, the capital of 
the Argentine Republic, in 1861; Manila 
terrorized in 1868; the Hawallan Islands 
by such force uplifted and let down In 
ISTI: Nevada shaken in 1871. Antioch In 
1872, California tn 1872. Ran Salvador in 
1873. while in 1883 what subterranean 
excitement! lachia, ao island of the Med- 
lterrnanenn, a benutifal Italian watering 
place, vineyard clad, surrounded by all 
natural charm and historical reminis 
cence; yonder Capri, the summer resort 
of the Roman emperors; yonder Naples, 
the paradise of art—this beautiful island 
aniddenty toppled inte the trough of the 
earth, 8.000 merrymakers perihing., and 
some of them % fur down beneath the 
reach of buman obsequies that it may be 
said of many a one of them. aw it was 
sald, of Moves, “The Lord buried bim.“ 
Italy, all Europe weeping. all Chris- 
tendom weeping, where there were hearts 
to sympathize and Christians to pray. 
But while the nations were ensuring 
that magnituile of disaster, measuring it 
not with golden rod like that with which 
the angel measured heaven. hut with 
the black rule of death, Java of the 
Indian archipelago, the mast fertile 
Island of all the earth, le eanght In the 
grip of the earthquake, and mountain aft- 
er mountain gors down ond city after elty 
until that island, which produces the best 
beverage of all the world, preluced the 
ghastilest catastrophe. One hundred than - 
sand paeple dying. dead!

Seven 
hundred people praying, shrieking, Our 
great ship poised a moment on the top of 
a mountaln of phosphorescent fire and 
then plunged down, down, down, until It 
sevwed as if she never would again be 
righted. Ah, you never want to wen ey- 
clone at seu! 

But Í wax fo Minnesota, where there 
was one of those cyclones on land that 
swept the city of Rochester from its foun- 
dations nud took dwelling houses, barns, 
pen, women, children, borses, cattle, and 
towed thew into indiscriminate ruin and 
lifted a ruil train and dashed it down, a 
mightier hand than that of engineer on 
the a‘rbrake, Cyclone in Kansas, cyclone 
in Miwonri, cyclone in Wisconsin, cyclone 
in Ilinoixe cyclone in Iowa! Satan, prince 
of the power of the air, never mide such 
cyclonic disturbances as be bas fo our 
day. And am 1 not right in saying that 
one of the characteristics of the time in 
which we live le disaster cyclonic? 

But look at the disasters oceanie. Shall 
1 call the roll ot the dead shipping? Ye 
monsters of the deep, answer when I call 
your names, The Ville de Harre, the 
Schiller, the City of Boston, the Melville, 
the President, the Cim the 
the Mohegan. Bot why should I go on 
calling the roll when none of them answers 
and the roll is as Jong as the white scroll 
of the Atlantic surf at Ca Hatteras 
breakers? Tf the oceanie ca could re- 
port all the scattered life and all the 
bleached bones that they rub against in 
the ocenn, what a message of pathos and 
tragedy for both beaches! In one storm 
eighty fishermen perished off the coast of 
Newfoundland and whole fleets of them 
off the coast of England. God help the 
poor fellows at sea and give high seats in 
heaven to the Grace Darlings and the Ida 
Lewises aud the lifeboat men hovering 
around Goodwin sands and the Skerries! 
The sea, owning three-fourths of the 
earth, proposes to capture the other 
fourth and is bombarding the land all 
around the earth. The moving of the ho- 
tela at Brighton Beach backward 100 
yarie from where they once stood a type 
of what is going on all around the world 
and on every coast. The Dead sea rolls 
today where ancient cities stood. Pillars 
of temples that stood on bills geologists 
now find three-quarters under the water 
or altogether submerged. The sea, having 
wrecked so many merchantmen and flotil- 
las, wants to wreck. the continents, and 
hence disasters oceanie, Alas for Galves- 
ton and other cities almost drowned! 

The Work of Epidemics. 

Look at the disasters epidemic. I speak 
not of the plague in the fourth century 
that ravaged Europe and in Mescow and 
the Neapolitan dominions and_Aarseiiles 
wrought such terror lu the elghteenth 
century, but I look at the yellow fevers 
and the choleras and the dipbtherias and 
the scarlet fevers and the typhoids of our 
time. From Hurdwar, India, where every 
twelfth year 3,000,000 devotets congre- 
gate, the caravans brought the cholera, 
and that one disease slew 18,000 in sicht- 
een days in Bossorah. Twelve thousand 
in one summer slain by it in India and 
25,000 in Egypt. Disasters epidemic. 
Some of the finest monuments ln Green- 
wood and Laurel Hill and Mount Auburn 
are to doctors who lost their lives battling 
with southern epidemic. 

But now I turn the leaf in my subject, 
and I plant the white lilies and the palm 
tree amid the nightshades and the mertle. 
This age no more characterized by won- 
ders of dlanster than by wonders of bioas- 
ing—biessing of longevity: the average of 
human life rapidly tocrensing. Forty 
years now worth 400 years once. Now | 
can travel from Manitoba to New York in 
less than three days. In other times it 
would have taken three months, In other 
words, three days now are worth three 
months of other days. The average of 
human life practically greater now than 
when Nonh lived, with his 050 years, and 
Methnea!eh lived his 069 years, 

Blessings of Intelligence: The Salmon 
P. Chases and the Abraham Lincolna and 
the Henry Wilsons of the coming time 
will not be required to learn to read by 
pine knot lights or seated on shoemaker's 
bench, nor will the Fergusons hare to 
study astronomy while watching the cat- 
tle. Knowledge rolls its tides along every 
poor man's door, and bis children may go 
down and bathe in them. If the philoso- 
phers of a hundred years ago were called 
up to recite in a class with our boys and 
girls, those old philosophers would be sent 
down to the foot of the class because they 
failed to answer the questions! Free Ii- 
braries in all the important towns and elt- 
ies of the land. Historical alcoves and 
poetical shelves and magazine tables for 
all who desire to walk through them or ait 
down at them. 

Blessings of Quick Information. 

Blessings of quick Information: News 
papers falling all around us thick as 
leaves In a September equinoctial, News 
three days old rancid and stale. We see 
the whole world twice a day—through the 
newspaper at the breakfast table and 
through the newspaper at the teatable, 
with an “extra” bere and there bet ween.

Christianity is on 
the march, while infidelity is dwindling 
into imbecility, While Infidelity Is thas 
dwindling the wheel of Christianity Is 
making about a thousand revolutions lu a 
minnte, All the copies of Shakespeare 
and Tennyson and Disraeli and of any 
ten of the most popular writers of the day 
lens in number than the coples of the Bl 
ble going out from our printing prosses. 
A few years ago in six weeks more than 
2,000,000 copies of the New Testament 
purchased—not giren away, but purchas- 
ed, because the world will have . The 
most popular book today te the Bible, and 
the mightiest fnstitation is the church.

and more honored than any la the name of 
Jesus,

| to the perpetrator has been found, 
The general belief is that Mrs. Den- 
nis was attacked while asleep in her 
| back room on the first floor, and that 
| the first blow, In all probability ad- 
| ministered with the piano stool, which 
| Was smeared with blood, rendered her 
unconscious. The preliminary. inves- 
tigations by the police fail to indicate 
that there was any struggle. Mrs. 

Dennis, in a conscious moment while 
| being carried to the hospital, said that | 
some one had “hurt” her, but when 
pressed for details merely responded 
“never mind.“ Wien found she was 
clad in her night clothes, and was zin 
bed under the covers. An operation 
was performed on Mrs. Dennis at the 
hospital yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Dennis regained conscious- 
ness Wednesday. She says a woman 
did the deed and that she will tell her 
name later. She had not the strength 
to continue and indicated that further 
information would be found in a note 
book. The police are searching for 
the note book. 

Major Sylvester, chief of police, says 
the case is rapidly clearing up and 
promises to be the moat sensational in 
the crimina! annals of Washington. 


Wayne, W. Va., Almost Wiped Out. 

Wayne, W. Va., Dec. 11.—Tis town, 
the county seat of Wayne county, was 
almost wiped out by a fire which broke 
out shortly after midnight Monday and 
raged until after daylight yesterday. 
The damage is estimated at $50,000. 
There was but little insurance, as the 
town has no fire departinent. The firo 
originated in a livery stable, and a 
stif wind that was blowing caused 
the flames to sweep on, destroying 
everything in their path for two 
squares. The inhabitants could do 
nothing but stand idly by and see their 
property go up in smoke. 


Democrats Carry Boston. 

Boston, Dec. 11—The Democrats 
completely overwhelmed the Republl- 
cans in the city election yesterday, 
General Patrick A. Collins being elect- 
ed over Mayor Thomas N. Hart by the 
largest plurality in a quarter of a 
century. The Democrats likewise ob 
tained control of both branches of the 
city government, elected their street 
commissioners and practically all 
their candidates for the school com- 
mission. As usual, the city voted 
strongly in favor of license. 


Camden to Jersey City By Trolley. 

Trenton, N. J., Dec. 11.— The Tren- 
ton and New Brunswick Railroad com- 
pany, capital $1,000,000, was incorpo- 
rated here yesterday. The compa:.y 
filed a map, showing its route between 
New Brunswick and this city. The 
new line will connect with the Tren- 
ton and Camden Railway company, 
which already has a line priciically 
completed between this city ani Cam- 
den. This will make a comple e trol- 
ley connection between Camden and 
Jersey City 


Will Employ 3,000 Men. 

Easton, Pa., Dec, 11.—The Ingersalt- 
Sergeant Drill company has purchased 
50 acres of land along the Lehigh river 
here. and will erect a mimmotè 
works, Including a score of new 
buildings and large additions to the 
present ones.

He Killed a Companion And Ate 
Furt of Him, 


BRUTAL MURDERS ON ISLANDS 


President of Minay’s Entire Family 
Killed By Ladrones—Members of 
Another Family Siain Because They 
Were Spaniards. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—Cannibaliem 
has appeared in the varied list of 
crimes charged against Filipinos by 
American military courts. According 
to the record of a court-martial in 
the department of the Viscayas, P. L. 
which has been received at the war 
department, Raymunde. Fonte, a na- 
tive, found his working ‘companion, 
Liberato Benliro, sleeping in his 
(Fonte’s) boat. Fonte became en- 
raged, killed the slumbering man with 
a blow from an oar, and, according 
to his own confession, cooked and 
ate part of the body. He was sen- 
tenced to be hanged at Capiz, Panay, 
on the 13th instant. 

A military commission, headed by 
Major Henry 8. Turrill, surgeon, sen- 
tenced Juan Olivar, a Filipino, to be 
hanged. He was the leader of a band 
of ladrones, which made an attack 
on the house of Teodoro Labrador, 
presidente of Mina, Panay, and cap 
tured him, his brother, wife, grand- 
mother, godmother, small daughter 
and a policeman. The grandmother, 
godmother and daughter were shot 
to death in the vicinity of capture; 
Labrador, his wife and the policeman 
were taken to an isolated spot and 
killed with bolos, The brother made 
his escape. Incidentally Olivar and his 
band robbed Labrador of 78 carts, 800 
pesos and other articles. 

A band of Tulisanes, armed with 
bolos, rifles and daggers, killed eleven 
members of the Echevarria family at 
Naro, Masbate, for the sole reason 
that the victims were Spaniards. Two 
members of the band were brought to 
trial and were sentenced to be hanged. 
But in view of the fact that the more 
responsible participators in this crime 
already had paid the death penalty 
the sentences were commuted by Gen- 
eral Chaffee to life imprisonment. ! 


BELIEVES DAUGHTER DEAD 


Miss Cropsey’s Father Says Wilcox Is 
> Responsible. 

Elizabeth City, N. C., Dec. 12.—The 
citizens’ committee last night again 
promised important developments in 
the Cropsey disappearance case within 
a short time—two or three days. W. 
H. Cropsey, father of the missing 
girl, issued a public letter, in which, 
after thanking the citizens of North 
Carolina for their kindness and sym- 
pathy, he says: ` 

“The police officia's and citizens’ 
committee have done all human agen- 
cy could do to restore my daughter, 
without success. I never expect to 
sec her this side of the great eternity. 
I shall always believe James Wilcox 
instrumental in my daughter's disap- 
pearance. If dead, I believe his hand 
or his hireling responsible. Some 
time, when this life shall cease and 
we shall stand before the presence of 
the Great Judge, | believe we shall 
learn how and when he murdered my 
daughter, and that the justice he may 
escape here will be dealt with then.“

Tariff Measure Agreed Upon by 
Ways and Means Committee,

MAY- PASS HOUSE NEXT WEEK 


it Establishes the Dingley Tariff On 
Goods From the Philippines—Bill 
Will Be Reported to the House On 
Tomorrow. ` 


‘Washington, Dec. 11.— Republ!- 
can members of the house committee 
on Ways and means agreed on a’ bill: 
which was introduced yesterday by 
Chairman Payne. It establishes the 
Dingley tariff on goods coming to this 
country from the Philippines; the 
Taft commission duty on goods com- 
ing Into the Philippines, but provides 
that the duties so collected “shall be 
held as a separate fund and paid into 
the treasury of the Philippines, to be 
used and expended for the government 
and benefit of said islands.” 

‘The same tonnage as levied on the 
vessels of other countries shall be 
levied on vessela coming into the 
United States from the Philippines, 
“but for a term of three years, begin- 
ning January 1, 1902, the provisions 
restricting to vessels of the United 
States transportation of passengers 
and merchandise direct or inditect 
from one port of tne United States 
to another port of the United States 
shall not be applicable to foreign ves- 
sels engaging in trade bo ween the 
Philippines and the Unite] States,” 
The duties collected under th's act 
when passed on weight shall be held 
mean on weight at the time of entry. 

The last provision is as follewa: 
“That all articles manufactured in 
bonded manufacturing warehouses, in 
whole or in part of imported mater- 
fals, or of material subject to internal 
revenue tax and Intended for exporta- 
tion from the United States to the 
Philippine Islands; and all articles 
subject to internal revenue tax and 
intended for exportation from the 
United States to the Philippines, shall, 
when so exported, under such regula- 
tion as the secretary of the treasury 
may prescribe, be exempt from inter 
nal revenue tax, and shall not be 
charged with duty except the duty 
levied under this act upon impdérts 
into the Philippines.” 

Chairman Payne was directed to re 
port the bill favorably to the house 
tomorrow, and it will be considered 
next Tuesday, with a vote a‘ 4 p. m. 
on Wednesday instead of Tuesday, as 
at first planned. 


BILL TO CHANGE INAUGURAL DAY 


Mr. Burrows Would Change Date to 
Last Thursday in April. 

Washington, Dec. 12.—A joint reso 
lotion was introduced in the senate 
by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, chang 
ing the date of inaugural day to the 
last Thursday in April. Among che 
statesmen in this city it is said the 
bill will pase. A large number of re 
ports were received, among them be 
ing that of the Indian commission. 
After the introduction of several 
minor bills the senate, upon motion 
of Senator Lodge, went into executive 
sesasion to consider the Hcy-Paunce 
fote canal treaty. 


British View of Ship Subsidy Bill, 

London, Dec. 11.—The Dally Tele- 
graph publishes an article, In which 
the views of a number of British ship 
owners on the ship subsidy bill are 
represented. The article says some 
ship owners estimate that the subsi- 
dies will amount to nearly 15 per 
cent. per annum on the cost of con- 
struction. British owners keenly re 
sent the restriction of trading be 
tween American ports to American 
vessels. The bill is regarded with 
great disfavor by all Liverpool ship 
owners who are interested in the At- 
lantic trade, and with apprehens on 
by the others. 


Conference of Southern Republicans. 

Washington, Dec. 12.—A conference 
of southern Republicans in congress 
was held here last night, at which 
were present Senators McComas, of 
Maryland, and Pritchard, of North 
Carolina, and members of the house 
from West Virginia, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, Missouri and 
Maryland. The chief feature discussed 
related to the apportionment of rep 
resentation from the south, with par- 
ticular reference to Mr. Crumpacker's 
bill, which seeks to reduce the south's 
representation on the ground that the 
negro is deprived of his vote. 


Dynamiting Street Cars. 

Scranton, Pa., Dec, 12. — Another 
trolley car was dynamited on Capouse 
avenue last night at 7.30 o'clock. The 
wheel that ran over the explosive was 
broken, the windows amashed and the 
machinery beneath the car deranged. 
The few persons aboard were severely 
shaken up, but no one was injured, 
This makes the third time that the 
crew aboard this car has encountered 
an explosion.

A DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 


Men and Boys Risk Lives Por Sake of 
A Little Mischief, 


Mayor, Disharoon of Salisbury bas 
reodived recently complaints from 
Superhifendent J. G. Rodgers of the 
N. V. P. & N. R R. that trains passing 
through 'Galiabury are frequently cut variety 
apart by men and boys who make a 
practicg of riding across: the city back in 
and forth. Under the regulations all 
trains must be run through the city at 
a low rate of epeed. This enables per 
sons to board trains; entering from 
either side of the city, and ride to the 
station or other point along the track 
within the corporation. 

The train men observing the abuse, 


and knowing the danger to those who 


practice it. drive them from the train. 

This haec aused an antagonism between 
train wen and those attemptiig to 
steal the ride, and the latter now, 
whenever opportunity offers, steal up 
to the slow moving trains, and drawing 
the ping, when the o aplings are slack, 

out the oars apart, thus causing much 
annoyance, extra labor and delay to the 
train men. 

Besides the risk to their lives which 
attends this contemptible work, those 
engaged in it run a good chance of bb- 
ing arrested and punished by law... For 
the benefit of those who hase not 
thought of this side of the matter, we 
Peblish the following section from the 
Maryland code! 

Seotion 281 A. “Any pertod who 
shall cling, climb, jump, step or in any 
other way get upon any part of any 
locomotive, engine or car, whether the 
mame be freight, passenger, coal or 
Otherwise, upon any part of the track 
of anf railroad within this State, un- 
lees in 80 doing he acts in compliance 
With law, or by permission under the 
rules and regulations of the rallroad 
compary or corporation opsratin 
managing such railroad, hatt be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon convietion 
thereof before any justice of the peace 
or any court of competent jurisdiction 
shali be fined not less than one dollar 
or more than twenty five dollars, br be 
subject to imprisonment in jail or in 
the Maryland House of Correction for 
not mdre than six momths, or to both 
fine and imprisonment ig the discretion 
of the justice of the peace trying the 
case, or court before whom the oase 
may be tried; or if such person bea 
minor under sixtéen years of age, he 
may in the discretion of the jistiée of 
the péhor, or any Court trying the case, 
te committed to any réformatory in 

tution provided by law, and author
